Wales, amidst the Dutch 
leaders.of thé old Transvaal, 8 unify- 
ing power, acclaimed ” by men who 
twenty: years ago were the _empire’s 
foes. ' By the charm of his ‘personality, 


by ,his graciousness, by his democratic | 


bearing, by his background “or tradi- 
tion, by. his symbolism of what the 
British monarchy means, the Prince 
probably achieved’ as much for unity 
in that-historic gathering as a score of 
acts of parliament could ‘ prabably 
achieve. ° : 

Today the world perceives that un- 
der the British crown, under the Brit- 
ish monarchist system, there 
flourishes the freest, the most repre- 
sentative and the most responsible 
government that history has seen. It 
perceives, too, that mere professions 
of freedom do not constitute freedom 
itself, that the terminology of liberty 
and liberty itself are two distinct 
things, that the mere assertion of de- 
votion to representative government, 
so common in republics, does not in 
actual practice make governments rep- 
resentative. . 

It is something vast, something 
splendid, to be part of such a system. 
South Africa as a weak Republic, Can- 
ada as a state of the American Union 
—what would these be in comparison 
to their* position as members of the 
British Commonwealth? That is the 
question that thoughtful men ask 
themselves; and just so long as they 
ask it, just so long as that interroga- 
tion remains, possibility of a sunder- 
ing of the British empire is extremely 
remote.—Ottawa Journal. _ 


Importance of Mining 


Six Hundred Million Dollars Invested 
In Industry 
In a recent report issued by the Do- 
minion bureau of statistics it is stated 
| that over six hundred million dollars 
| of cash is invested in the mining in- 
| dustry of Canada. In point of capital 
5 | investment, mining exceeds all Cana- 
dian industries, with the exception of 
‘agriculture and railway transportation. 
In the report the mining industry is 
credited with a total investment of 
capital amounting to $559,514,154, and 
with par. valuation of securities 
amounting to $774,749,281. These fig- 
jures. give some idea of the tremendous 
size of the mining industry in Canada. 
About half the mining capital is in- 
vested in‘ the province of Ontaario. 
Canadians provide 64 per cent., Amer- 
icans 31 per cent., residents of Great 
Britain 13. per cent. and residents of 
other countries 2 per cent. of -the 
capital invested in the industry. 
The securities issued by mining and 
allied chemical companies reached one 
billion dollars three years ago, when 
the last figures were available from 
government sources. This figure is 
60 per cent. of the total for all the 
companies in Canada engaged in man- 
ufacturing.

BUILDING ROADS ‘ 
\ A PROFESSION 


In addressing the Macleod Board 
of Trade on the subject. of roatls re- 
cently, Hon. Alex. Ross stated that: 
“Building roads was a profession; 
that maintaining roads was another 
business, but in the southern part of 
the province, ‘which he was delighted 
to visit, the: building of roads was 
much easier than in the northern dis- 
tricts. 
tion today, everyone is interested in 
them, one way or arother. 

“The present system the govern- 
ment are working on is connected 
With the scheme of the Dominion gov- 
ernment, which voted $20,000,000 for 
roads for the Dominion, and each 
province that builds up to a standard 
will receive its share of this amount. 
The time limit, was 1925, but it has 
been extended to 1928, and we hope 
by that time to have earned our share 
of the federal grant. 

“We plan to build a main highway 
from the boundary on ‘the south to 
Athabaska in the north, from Crows’ 
Nest in the west to ‘Medicine Hat. 
We are now surfacing the road from 
Calgary .to Banff and will complete 
the road from Calgary to High River, 
then to Cayley. 

“We expect to build from Calgary 
to Macleod, from the Glacier Park 
in Montana to Macleod, from Crows’ 
Nest to Macleod, and from Medicine 
Hat to Macleod, as jiu will” see, 
making this town an_ important 
centre. It is the crossing of the Red 
and Blue trails. 

“We will spend on the road from 
Pincher Créek to Waterton, this year, 
$18,000. From Glenwood to Water- 
jon Lakes the road will be made fit 
for travel. ;
